THE “TWIST"” ON EARLY.

How Sheridan Turned » Defeat Into a;Splen-

dwd Viecsory.
¥rom Oblo inthe War.

On 15e night of the 18th of Oectober, viil'
Sheridan was approaching Winehester, on his
retars, Early snd Longstreet were stealtbily
moving out from Fisber's HilL  So careful and
minute were their arrangements for silence on
the march that they even took away the ecan-
teens from their men, iest their rattie agaiust
the bayonet sheaths or cartridge boxes shouid be

heard. Wright, as we have seen, was apprehen-

sive about bis right flank. His disposition of
the entire cavalry there showed it, and the ene-

my at] ooce profited by the disclosure. They
moved rapidly to the opposite flank. Here the
front was scaresly protected at all. The exuit-
ans army that had foilowed the rebels “whirling
up the valiey” was utterly ineredulouns
a8 to the possibility of  stteck

glept, officers and men, the deep
slumber of absolute econfiliecnce Pickets were
sdvanced but a short distanes from the eamp,
so short a distance that the rebel column erept
around them within 600 yards of the main lioe
Some pickets did report the sound of marshing
in the darkoess on their front, and General
Croocok ordered men into the trenches; but this
report failed to arouse much spprebension, sod
they negiected to send out a reconnocissance.
Tbe fromt line was broken here and there by
regiments sent out for picket dety—even thece
gaps were unfilied.

e dawn was obseured by fog. Though this
suddenly came bursting the wild charging yells
of the rebe! infaatry—not Ear!y's often beaten
troops, alove, but the flower of the Army of
Northern Virginia. The extremity of Crook’s
line, taken thus by surprise in flank and rear,
was doubled up in confusion precisely as, & few
weeks before, Crook had himself doubled up
Early's flank at Fisher's Hill. The enemy was
into the trenches before all the muskeis of the
defenders were loaded; the movement was
quick, orderly, foreeful on the part of the as-

‘ sailants, hesitating and bewildered on the part
of the confused troops thus rudely awaked from
their dreams of security. In fifteen wmioutes
the struggle was practieally over.: The rebels,
knowing perfectly their ground, snd kmowing,
moreover, precisely what they wantsd to do,
drove [orward their charging columns with a
rapidity that, to the surprised army, seemed
amazing. The Nioeteenth Corps next gave
way; next, only a little more slowly, the Sixth.
Long before this the tide of runaways bhad
swept down the pike as far as Winchester,
twenty miles away. The camps were aban-
doned, twenty-four pieces of artillery were lost,
and the whole army was in full retreat on Win-
ohester. Nearly five mwiles down the valley it
began to come together, and General W L es-
sayed the formation of & defensive line. He was

tly interrupted by his chief, who “here
took the matier in band.”
Geoeral Sheridan bad arrived at Winchester

+ the nighs before, on his way back from the con-
suitation st Wasbingtou, to which he bad been
ordered. In the morning artillery firing was
beard, but it was attributed to an intended re-
sonnoissanes, and nothing was thouebt of it
After an early breakfast Sheridan mounted and

trotted quietiy through Winchester, southward.
A mile from the town the first fugitives from
the lost fleld were encountered. He instantly
gave orders to park the retreatiog trains on
either side of the road, directed the greater part
‘of his eecort to follow as best it counld, thee,
with only twenty cavairymen accompanying
Bim, he struck out in a swinging galiop for the
scens of danger. As he dashed up the pike the
srowds of lers grew thicker. Hae re-
ed none; only, swinging his cap, with a
cheery smile for all, bhe shouted: ‘‘Face the
way, boys; face the other way! We are
going back to our camps! We are going to lick
them out of their boots!” Less eclassis, doubt-
iess, than Napoleon's “My children, we will ecamp
on the battle-fleld as usual;”" but the wounded
vaised their hoarse voices to cheer as he passed
the masses of fugitives tarned and followui
m to the front. As he rode lato the forming
the men quickened thsir {m back to the
nks, and everywhere glad cheers went up.
», this never should have happened if I
had been here,” he exclaimed to one and another
regiment. ‘‘l tell you it never should have hap-
pened. And now we are going back to our
eam We are going tc get & twist on them;
wa'll got the tightest twist ou them yet that
ever you saw. We'll bave all those eamps and
eannon back sgain.” Thus bhe rode along the
lines, rectified the formation, cheered and ani-
mated the soldiers. Presently there grew up
across that plke as compaect a body of infantry
and cavalry ss that which, a month before, had
sent the enemy ‘“whirling through Winchester.”
His men had full faith in *‘the twist” he was
‘““going to get” on the victorions foe; and bis
presence was inspiraticn, bis commands were
victorv.

While the line was thus re-established. he was
in momentary expectation of attack. Wright's
Sixth Corps was some distanee in the rear. One
stafl officer after anoither was sent after it
Fioally Sheridan himself dasbed down to harry
it ap; then back to wateh it going into position.
An he thus stood, looking off from the lefs, he
3aw the enemy’s columos once more moviag up.
Hurried warniog was sent to the Nineteenth
Corps, on whieh it was evident the attack would
fall. By this time it was after 3 o'clock.

The Nineteenth Corps, no longer taken by sur-
rhe. ngulnd the enemy’s onset. ‘“‘Thask God

or that,” said Sheridan, zayly. ‘*‘Now tell Gen.
Fmory if they attack him again to go after
them and to follow them up. We'll get the
tightest twist on them pretty soon they ever
saw.” The men heard and believed him; the de-
moralization of the defeat was gone. But he
still waited. Word had been sent in from the
eavalry of daoger from a heavy body moving on
bis flank. He dou¥led it, and at last determined
to run the risk. At 4 o'ctlock the orders went:
eut: ““The whole line will advance. The Nine-
tesnth Corps will move in connection with the
RBixth, The righs of the Nineteenth will swing
soward tne left.”

The snemy lay behind stone fences, and where

these failed works of rails eked out his
live. For a little he he]jd his position firmly.
His left overlapped Sheridan’s right, and seeing
this advantage be beat it dowa to renew the at-
fack in flanx. At thiseritical moment Sheridan
ordered a charge of General MoWilliams's bri-
gade sgainst the aogle thus cansed in the rebel
line. It forced its .w through, and the rebel
flanking party was eul off. Custer’s cavairy was
pent swooping down uvpon it, it broke, and fled
or surrendered, according to the agility of the
individgals. Simaltaneously the whoie line
¢harged along the front; the rebel line was
erowded back to the creek; the difficulties of
crossing embarrassed it, and as the
ranks swept up it broke in utter confusion.
I Custer down in the fast gatheriog
darkoess to the west of the pike, Devins to the
east of is, and on either flank of the fleeing rout
they flung themselvea. Nearly all the rebel
tragsportation was captured, the camps and ar-
tillery were regained; up to Fisher’s Hill the
road was jammed with artillery, caissous and
ambulances; prisosers came sireamiog back
faster than the provost marsbhal eould provide
for them. It was the end of Early's army; the
end of campaigning in the beautiful Valley of
the Shenandoah

DOM PEDRU'S ILLNESS.

The Brazilian Emperor Is Afflicted with Di-
abetes, and Recovery 1s Not Possible.

LoxpoN, June 1l.—Telegrams from Milan to-
night confirm what has alrsady been feared,that
Emperor Dom Pedro's illness is a case of incur-
able diabetes, and that Brazil's ruler has not
long to live. He appears stronger from time to
time, but this temporary strength is
dus to the frequent injections of

caffeine and the atr‘gchniue. which are the only
means of alleviating his pain and arresting the
progress of the disease. Each repetition of this
method of relieving the patient, however, weak-
ens the effect of the drug, and soon even these
will cease to do him any good It
is impoesible for the Emperor to continue
longin this manner, for bis brain and verves
are already affected. It is felt that his
death would hasten the erisis which is imminent
in Brazil owing to the emancipatioz of the
slaves, and will hasten the secession movement
which is being agitated in some dissatisfied
parts of the empire, but which will never be
lannched while Do Pedro is liviog.

Mrs. Meckie L. Rawson Empties a Re-
volver in an Effort to Kill a Lawyer,

i

Col. H. C. Whitrey Being the Object of Her
Wrath and Receiving Probably Fatal In-
juries—The Woman Believed To Ba Crazy.

————

CHicAc0, June L—A tremendouns sensation
occurred in Judge Jamieson's court shortly after
10 o'slock this morning. While the docket was
being eailed Mrs. Meckie L. Rawson was impa-
tiently waiting for the divorce case of her hus-
band, banker Rawson, to be called. Col. H. C.
Whitney, her husband's attorney, was sittice at
a side tabie writing, when the eourt was sud-
denly startled to bear a pistol-shot and see Col.
Whitney at once disappear under the table. The
shot was followed by four more in rapid sueces-
gion, and Mrs. Rawson was seen pursuing Whit-
pey with s-revoiver. Mrs. Rawson succeeded
in emptying ber revolver at Whitney
before she <could be eaptured. Two
of the balls hit the lawyer, one taking
effect below the groin and the other in the left

leg. The wound near the right groin will prob-
ably be fatal. Judge Jamieson at once ordered
Mrs. Rawson's arrest, and she was immedistely
taken to jail. When the officers arrived at the
jail with their prisoner, Mra. Rawson had every
appearance of being an insane woman; her eyes
were red and bloodshot, and she complained of
being coid and faint. As svon as the search had
been compieted she became more composed
The jail officers refused to allow reporters to
see her,

It is understood that Mrs. Rawson has been in
a desperate state of mind since the Appellate
Court, yesterday, refused to grant ber solicitor’s
fees, and said, in passing upon the merits of her
pendizg divorce suit, that the testimony was
overwhelmingly agaiost her. It is also under
gtood that Mrs. Rawson claims that lawyer

Whitney trumped up all the testimony which

went to show that she had been guilty of infidel-
ity to her husband.

Stepben W. awson, the banker, reached the
eity late yesterday afternoon. His presence was
known to but few. Mr. Rawson heard of his
wife’s attempt to kill Mr. Whitney shortly after
it occurred, and hurried to Whitney's house, He
refused to see reporters early in the afternoon,
saying he did 2ot wish to ieave the bedside of
his wounded friend and ecounsel.

General Stiles, who has been chief couunsel for
Mrs. Rawson doring the trial of the case, said:
“Mrs. Rawson was here in my office this morn-
ing, with Captsin Biack and Mr. Payne. We
talked over the matter, and concluded we could
not go on with our motion for alimony this
morning. We told Mre. Rawson that there was
no need of her going over, and that, in fact, she
wonld probably servh her case better by staying
away. She made no reply, and 1 began to grow
alarmed. I started to go over to court, and
when I found that she was lollowing me, I
turned round and admonished her. She did not
pay any attention to me, and then I raised
my voice and again ealled out to her stop. She
passed me and went on toward the eourt
When I reached it I went into the sherifl’s office
and told them I wanted a deputy to go up with
me and take eare of Mrs. Rawson; she was in
such a state of mind that I dared pot trust her.
I told the deputy sheriff that accompanied me
that I wouid point out Mrs. Rawson, and in-
stiructed him to seize her the moment that she
made aoy move. We had only reached the cor-
ridor when the reports rang oaut, and 1 gnessed
rightly that Mrs. Rawson had beea doing some-
thing. The deputy I brought t'lp with me
rushed into court and arrested her,

One peculiar result of to-day’s aifray may
be the total loes by Mrs. Rawson of any possible
chance at a share of her husbard’s groat wealth,
Should she roceive a g;uitentiary sentenee for
the assau't on lawyer Whitoey, the aged banker
has only to appear in eourt and show that his
handeome wife bas become a convicted felon.
L?. Rawson would at once be awarded a decree
of absolute divoree.

At a late hour to-night the physicians in at-
tendance upon Col. Whitney stated that he was
resting quietly and that'no serious results are
apprebended. The wound is exceedingly pain-
ful. and will take some time to heal, but it "is
not regarded as serious unless inflammation or
biood poisoning supervenes, which is not deemed
grobablo, as Mr. Whitoey is a healthy man of

ne physique and robust constitution.

The Kind of a Man Who Is to Be Made Chlef-
Justice.

The recordof Mr. Fuller, who has been nom-
inated by President Cieveland for the high office
of Chief-justice of the United States may be of
interest o the loyal people of the country, Dur-
ing the dark days of the rebellion, in the early

rt of 1863, the Democraey had control of both
